10, 1945. 

The cost of running schools in the current year has been some- 
what in excess of anticipated costs last February, especially in 
regard to fuel and transportation. Due to the fact no hope for 
decreased costs this year are in sight, it is necessary to ask for 
an increase in the common school account, text books and 
supplies account and the free high school account. 

We are asking for an increase of $300 for free high school 
based on information from the Trustees of Erskine Academy 
that due to increased maintenance expense the cost per, pupil to 
the town is far less than the actual cost to the Academy. We

have 56 pupils attending the Academy at far less per capita 
expense per year than any other High School near us.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of China, I herewith submit 
my twenty-first annual report: 

The same teaching staff as last year started the fall term, but 
recently Miss Charlotte Pratt was elected to a position in the 
Waterville schools and Mrs. Elizabeth Storer is now taking her 
place in the primary room at China Village. The present yearly 
rate of salary of all elementary teachers in this town is $900. 
Some of the surrounding towns are paying higher salaries, which 
makes the constant possibility of losing some of our teachers 
to these other towns. 

The number of pupils in the elementary schools is as follows: 
Branch Mills, 31; Plains, 26; South China, 40; Village Grammar 
23; Primary, 33; Weeks Mills, 42; a total of 195. The in- 
crease in the number of pupils at Branch Mills is largely due 
to the attendance at that school of 15 tuition pupils from the 
town of Palermo. 

There are 56 China secondary pupils’ attending Erskine 
Academy with a contract price of $4000 a year, which is at the 
tuition rate of $71.50 per pupil. As this rate is low in compari- 
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son to most high schools, the academy trustees are requesting 
an increase in the contract price. 

We have made as many repairs as possible on school buildings. 
The major part of the work this past summer was shingling the 
Plains and Weeks Mills schools. Many repairs are needed which 
will doubtless ‘have to be postponed until the end of the war, 
when labor and materials become more easily available. 

In spite of many difficulties, the work of the China schools is 
being maintained at a satisfactory standard. The teachers 
are interested in their work and are constantly trying to improve 
the opportunities of the school children under their care. 

I extend my sincere thanks for the loyalty of teachers, parents, 
and other citizens to the program of the schools. I still recom- 
mend further consolidation of the one-room schools whenever 
conditions become such as to make it possible, and I hope that 
all citizens of the town will continue to study this problem.
